Resolution of Representative Lamb, 
of Virginia, Has Now Passed 
Both Houses, and Only Wants 
the President’s Signature.

Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
‘The senate today unanimously adopted 
‘Lamb's joint resolution providing for the 
return of captured confederate flags and 
Tecaptured union flags to the proper au- 
'thorities of the states In which the com- 
‘merds were organized. The full lst of 
ccnfederate flags shows a total of about 
\440. The records also show twenty-two 
ceptured confederate flags having been 
heretofore delivered to different parties 
upon orders of the then secretary of 
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war. 
Among these is one carried by the Sa- 
Yennah Volunteer Quards, which was 
captured in the engagement at Salflor 
‘creek in 1865 by a private in the One 
|hendred and twenty-first New York regi- 
iment. This flag. bearing the legend. 
“For Our Altars and Our Hearths,” was 
‘leaned to Colonel Olcott, of ‘the One 
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Mundred and twenty-first New York by 
Secretary Stanton, and has never been 


returned to the department.

date of June 7, to the governors of the | 


Severa] states. On June {6 President 
Gleveland wrote Secretary Endicott say- 
Ing he had considered the matter with 
more care than he had when he gave 
verbal approval of the secretary’s 
recommendation, saying: “I am of the 
opinion that the return of these flags in 
the manner thus contemplated is not 
authorized by existing law nor justified 
@s an executive act.” 

Accordingly the letters to the govern- 
urs Were recalled. 

“Thus it will appear,” Major Capron 
continues in his report, ‘‘that the admin- 
fgtration in {887 advised the return of 
these flags to the properly constituted 
authorities of the states, and that former 
secretaries of war had before that time 
returned forty-four of these flags, and 
that most Ukely all would have been re- 
turned but for the fact that the adju- 
tant general in 1887 called attention to 
the matter, and the president decided that 
fmal disposition should originate with 
congress. 

“The reasons given for this action in 


_ 1887 apply with more force today. Near-- 


ly twenty years have elapsed since that 
time. The loyalty of the southern states 
is nowhere questioned. The sons of the 
men who carried many of these flags 
have entered the army of the United 
States and helped to fight its battles, Or- 
ganizations of men who wore the blue, 
as well as men who Wore the gray, will 
be glad to have again in their keeping the 
ensigns under which they marched to 
victory or defeat. We think it will be a 
graceful act of the congress ito return 
these fags to the respective states. and 
we feel assured that it will tend to pro- 
duce still more kindly feelfhg between 
the. sections of our reunited country,

President’ J. M. Barr, of the Seaboard Air 
Line, has addressed to the employees of 
the company an outline of a plan proposed 
by Mrs. Thomas F. Ryan, of New York, 
to establish hospitals at Petersburg, Va.; 

C.,. and Tampa, Fla., and 
provide wards af one of the hospitals in 
this city. 

Mrs. Ryan will give $45,000 toward this 
enterprise, because of her interest in and 
regard for the employees of the railroad 
in which her husband owns so large a 
share. 

The Seaboard Air hwmme Railway Hospital 
Association is the name proposed. The 
proposed plan is for cooperation, the em- 
ployees giving not more than ! per cent 
of Their monthly salary and the company 
contributing annually $5,000.

At that time 
he was in command of. the Bon 
Homme Richard when, off the coast 
of Spain, he fell in with a fleet of 
forty-one British merchantmen convoy- 
ed by the Serapis and the Countess of 
Scarborough. A battle ensued be 
tween Jones and the Serapis. In 
those days long-range fighting was 
unknown and battles were won either 
by the terrific broadside or the cut- 
lass. Lashed together the two ships 
contended stubbornly in a_ bloody 
battle for supremacy. 

When the British commander imag- 
ined he detected symptoms of distréss 
on the American vessel he ran up a 
signal asking if Jones was ready to 
surrender. Terse and amazing came 
back the answer “I have not yet be- 
gun fighting.”” The American’s defi- 
ance proved not all bravado, since an 
hour later the Serapis struck its col- 
ors and Jones trod its decks the vic- 
tor. 

For this feat he received many Eu- 
ropean decorations and congress cre- 
ated the rank of rear admiral as a 
Sub 


russian navy, winning a brilliant vic- 
tory for it against the Turks. It is 
conceded by historians that Jones at 
this time faced his best opportunity 
tor fortune, as he was high in favor 
with the Russian queen.

DOUBLE MURDER 
DONE WITH AX 


Frank Strong Butchers Two 
Sleeping Women, 


His Victims Were His Wife and Her 
Mother—Elder Woman Is Dead. 
The Other Is Dying—Angry 
Mob Came Near Lynch- 
ing Him.

When Frank Strong, a negro who lives 
at 57 Old Wheat street, was carried to 
the police barracks yesterday morning 
at 2 o’¢lock, covered with blood, and an 
ax. red with blood, was carried there 
with him, he stood charged with one of 
the most brutal murders ever committed 
in the city. In fact it will probably be a 
double murder, for his second victim 
now lies at the Grady hospital in a dy- 
ing condition. The woman he killed was 
Ella Johnson, the mother of his wife, 
and the woman who Is dying Is his wife. 

Strong assaulted the two women as 
He was an- 
his wife had left home, 
and he went to the house where she 
and her mother were asleep and he had 
with him a heavy and keen-edged ax 
which had recently been’ sharpened. 
When he was near the bedside of the 
women he began to strike them on the 
head. in the face and about the body 
with his murderous weapon. The women 
screamed until their cries were silenced 
by the falling ax, which each time drank 
blood 

When theré was no longer an. outcry, 
Strong, believing he had accornplished his 
purpose, walked from the house. 

Wanted To Lynch Him. 

But there were those who had heard 
the cries of his victims, and they came 
in time to pursue him as he ran. As 
they overtook him his pursuers, fearing 


‘he might kill them, cut at him with their 


knives, and he was cut on the arms and 
in the back. 

When the police arrived on the scene, 
a crowd of angry negroes were prepafing 
to lynch the murderer, and the officers 
had no little trouble In resculng the 
prisoner. 

At the police barracks, jusf after his 
arrest, Strong seemed to be dazed. He 
looked fTxe a mn who nad been through 
some terrible, ordca] amd was recovering 
from its effects. Whben asked about his 
crime, he said in a Jiscunnected way: 

“Yes, 1 hit them with the ax. I just 


kept on hitting them until they stopped 


hollowing. 1 did it because my wife 


|didn't treat me right.”
